But v."e too 
often met with loss befon the droughts 
of summer were past. With this kind of 
sowing we soon found that we had no 
assurance that we could continue a reg- 
ular unbroken three ye:ir rotation. Fi- 
nally we learned that under proper con- 
ditions of tho boil it was possible to 
lave almost universal success with early 
sowing. For 14 years we have made it 
a study to know these conditions. While 
our success has not been ns complete as 
desirable, still tho failure ha» not been 
such as to cause us to break our rotation. 


Here in southern central Ohio we M>W 


he last half of February or the first 
week in March, on wheat, of eonrs-o. 
When it is sown at this time, we never 
expect to harrow before sowing. We 
aim to select a morning when the 
ground ishoneycou'bedwithirosr. Csn- 
illy oa such a morning the ground will 


to thaw before noon. To get the 


work done while the soil is iu tho most 
desirable condition it must be done rap- 
dly. The machine we uso FOWS a breadth 
of 35 foet at a round. 


The point aimed at by early «iwing 


s to get tho seed as thoroughly covered 
as possible. la this condition it will 


ss through short warm spells and not 


>e sprouted. \Vhea well covered, it \\ ill 
not sprout till settled warm weather 
comes. Three years ago tho hard March 
reeze destroyed u great deal of carh 
pown clover. A good growth of wheat 
and rye was sufficient protection to ours 
o save U3 a fair stand, yet it would 
mve been profitable to have «?ivvu 8 
.igbt rpseeding. But as this is the only 
ime we have in otir experience met dis- 
aster from early sowing we shall coa- 
;inuc the practice. A second advantage 
!rom early sowing lies in the fact that, 
;he seed being coveicd, the roots uro 
deeper, and consequently the plant 
stands drought better.

Sngar Bret Production.

beets among our farmers, and thsro :iro 
many statements about sugar beet pro- 
duction, fcomo of which ought to be taken 
with several grains cf allowance.

Further, if they 


could be there is no market for them 
unless a factory is at hand. A sugar 
factory IB expensive, costing §200,000 
and upward. TTnle.ss capit.di«ts can ho 
induced to establish such factory there is 
no use in farmers undertaking to raise 
sugar beets as » money ciop. It is all 
right to experiment, and, if conditions 
are favorable, to do everything possible 
to enlist capital m the enterprise Such 
action mifhl be of gre.it benefit ulti 
mately, but ihoae who expect early re- 
turns from snp.ir beets in tho absence of 
factories will be disappointed. Better 
devote the efforts at present to getting 
tbe factory than to raising tho crop

Thfc Campbell System. 


The Ouzpbell system of stn\ culture 


onsists of a complete rearraiigenient 
and pxilvcrizing of the top seven or eight 
nches> of toil, turning it as nearly bot- 
oin upward as is possible. The plant 
ood is found at the end of each season 
very largely concentrated m the top four 
nclies. This plant food must be plowed 
[own into the bottom of a farrow sex on 
or tight inches deep. From this depth it 
vill be placed by the action of moiitnre 
net where the little feeders of the plant 
roots want it. Immediately after plo%v- 
ng the low er four inches of the f arrow 
ilice must be packed as firm as possible, 


After tho deep plowing and subsnr- 


'ace packing the next step is to keep tho 
upper two inches of thesurfHOfl soil <*in- 
stantly dry. This forms a soft muli h or 
dust blanket, so as to cut off the moist 
earth below from the effects of the air. 
Water cannot pass through loo^e, dry 
soil by capillary attraction. Therefore 
he dust blanket protects the moisturu in 
he root bed f roLJ evaporation and saves 
all the natural rainfall for the use of 
:he plants. Strong capillary attraction 
s desired in tho root beds, and therefore 
;he root bed is packed. No capillary at- 
Taction is desired iu the surface, and 
;herefore tho dost blanket is farmed — 
Exchange. 


Moisture la Celery Growing;. 


A New Jersey gardener i:ive^ Ins plun 


01 celery growing in The American Agri- 
culturist. He says: 


I propaie the ground early in the 


spring, sow the t>i_ed whoie the sun can 
strike, and thus get u healthy growth. 
After sowing the s>eed cover up the bed 
with old carpet or old bagt- and keep 
moist Moisture is au essential m celery 
growing. Leave the covering ou tho beds 
until tho plants :ire all up, then remove 
and keep the ground moist and free from 
veeds. The middle of July I prepare 
the ground for the plants by diteuig 
trenches about ton inches dicp aud put
